Aithough his journey to Balmoral to 
meet the Queen was his primary reason 
-for—coming —-here—this--week;—it—seems-—~ 
likely that Dr. Nkrumah, the prime min- 
ister of Ghana, is taking the opportun- 
ity of his visit to Britain to raise. two 
important matters with the government. 

These are the . of 
status to a republican form of constitu- 
tion for Ghana on the Indian pattern 
and the strong objections on the part 
of-West Africans to the proposed French 
atomic tests in the Sahara, 

Dr. Nkrumah, who arrived in Londen 
on Monday, had talks the same after. 
noon with Mr. Macmillan and later with 
Lord Home at the Commonwealth Re- 
lations Office. 


Delicate Problem 


A delicate political problem now. con- 
fronts Dr. Nkrumah. Although he and 
members of his government have never 
given out an official timetable for. the 
Proposed constitutional change, it has 
been well enough known in Accra that 
an announcement was to be made early 
in the new year, possibly followed by 
legislative action in March or April. 

A Ghanaian diplomatist in London 
said a few days ago, before the news of 
the cancellation of the royal visit, that 
the Queen's tour was a necessary pre- 
liminary to these changes. 

_The idea was to demonstrate the warm 
Personal feelings of the Ghanaian gov. 
ernment and people towards the Sove- 
reign, so that the change to a republican: 
constitution should be seen in its proper 
perspective. The change would imply 
no hostility towards Britain, and it is 
perfectly clear in the minds of Dr. 
Nkrumah and his colleagues that, while 
having a Ghanaian as head of state, they 
will wish to recognize the Queen as head 
of the Commonwealth.

NEW YORK--Sovth Africa has been ac- 
cUsed by a United Nations committee of 
“flagrant disregard” of fundamental human 
rights. The report is studded with such 
Phrases as “flagrant viola- 
tion” and “deep concern” 
and it “urges” the govern- 
ment to reconsider its pollj- 
cies. 


The geport, one of the 
most strongly worded state. 
ments the UN has issued, re- 
flects the fear, widely held 
at the UN, that events could 
be moving toward disaster 
in South Africa. These fears : 
are expressed even by Afri- Burke 
Can representatives who say that develop- 
ments are coming far more swiftly than they 
had anticipated and they wonder whether the 
tontinent will be abie to adjust in time, 

The UN committee was investigating con- 
ditions. in the territory of South-West Africa, 
a large area on the Union's northern border, 
This territory was granted to South Africa 
for administration as a League of Nations’ 
mandate, 

South Africa subsequently refused to 


Feeognize the United Nations’ jurisdiction, 


as the successor to the League, and seeks to 
annex the territory.

One of the major criticisms of the com- 
mittee was over land seizure, allocation of 
resources and spending of public funds for 
the benefit of Europeans. It found that “A 
Major portion of the land areas of the terri- 
tory has been transferred to European set- 
tlers for permanent~ settlement,” causing 
“wertous consequences for native inhabit 
ants." 

Natives living on lands allocated for Euro- 
Pean settlement may be required, under land 
settiament laws, either to work for the Euro- 
pean farmer or to move. 

‘The committee found that natives have 
been moved “without due>regard for ‘their 
well-being depriving the indigenous 
Peoples not only of their traditional Jands but 
Of security of tenure and unmolsted residence” 
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on the limited lands allocated them by the 
government.”

The pe Tad also expressed “deep con- 
cern” regarding the “stringent limitations 
and controls under which native workers are 
compelled to work and the jack of

' freedom of the native worker to seek out the 
employer of his choice.” 


It also expresses 
“deep " about restrictions which deny 
natives “the right to attain any position much 
higher than that of the lowest paid laborer.” 

Restrictions on movement were criticized 

as “flagrant disregard” of the Charter of the 
United Nations, and the universal declaration 
of human rights.” The committee said that 
South Africa failed a “sacred trust of civiliza- 
tion.” 
* In the section on public health, the report 
“deplores the extension of the policy of apar- 
theid to the nursing and midwifery profes.’ 
sions, 

Under religion, “The committee’ notes 
with great concern, the attempt of the man- 
datory power to pressure idents of the 
Hoachanas Reserve into moving from the re- 
serve by forcibly removing their pastor, the 
Reverend Marcus Kooper.” 

The report also noted that, contrary to 
the terms of the mandate, South Africa has 
established military bases in the territory. 
There seems to be a suggestion there that 
the installations might be used against the 
native peoples,

The committee goes on to note with con- 
eern new. penalties imposed for the “Tilegal 
possession of arms and armmunition at a time 
when the Union_government has been. con- 
templating mass removals of native peoples 
against their wishes and when it 
has reaffirmed its intention of * 
serving white supremacy’ in—South-West 
Africa.” . 

This is the sixth time.a UN. committee 
«has reported on South-West Africa and so 
far the reports have apparently gone un- 
heeded.. However, recently some doubts 
about apartheid have been expressed even 
within the National Party. People at the UN 
can only hope that t change is coming in time 
fo avert disaster

DIGGING INTO THE PAST 


What's With 
Whatsits ? 


A team of professional and amateur archaeologists is 
carrying out « scientific “dig” in the Shoal Bay area at 
Oak Bay, in an attempt to fearn secrets of 200 or even 
5,000 years ago, by studying relicn buried by time. The 
“dig” is wnder direction of the Provincial Museum. Pro- 
gress reports appear dally in The Times.

“What's a whatsit?” I've been asked a dozen times 
since ‘I mentioned the highly non-technical archaeological 
term in Monday's report on our McNeill Bay dig, Or, from 
enquirers with less poetry in their souls, “Found any what- 
sits yet?” 

No, we haven't found any yet, and I’m beginning to 
develop a strong hunch that wé won't. Whatsits were 
made a. long time ago, and our site is probably too recent. 
Also, they are known only from the Gulf Islands. Our 
midden is presenting us with some puzzles of its own, ax 
the artifact count climbs past 80, but so far, none are as 
intriguing as the puzzle of the Gulf Islands whatsits. 

There are many different kinds of these beautifully- 
made little soapstone objects. With the keen imagination 
which seems to be characteristic of most archaeologists, 
we have named them Types A to J. They were not all used 
for the same purpose, but each type was obviously made 
with some definite purpose in mind, 


From Midden‘s Low Levels 


None is-more than a couple of inches in size. Some 
are fiattened ciasp-like objects, some are perforated oval 
tubes, some are odd-shaped bars deeply grooved along one 
side, some are flat or gently curved tablets with »ym- 
metrical drilled holes. No, they are not modern. products 
of a workshop or factory, nor are they fakes. We have 
excavated some from the lowest levels of a very old 
midden, 

The interesting thing is that we just don't know what 
they were used for. But the beautiful finish on most of 

\.them makes us think they must have been ornaments of 
some kind. In the same early levels are found stone 
labrets, which are ornaments worn through a perforation 
in the lower lip. It may well be that some of our whatsits 
are previously-unknown kinds of composite labrets (see 
picture.) 

Our nomenclature may seem frivolous to some, but 
it does serve to prevent us from wrapping these objects 
up in a more ponderous terminology, which would make 
it appear that we. know more about them than we actu- 
ally do, 


Similar to Eskimo Artifacts 


We are well aware that such unique artifact types are 
of extreme importance in unravelling the relationships. 


The local Indians did not use labrets at ali in recent 

The fine workmanship of the labrets and of 
whatsits has a distinet “Eskimo” feel to it. Furthermore, 
some of the other types of artifacts founa ir the .Gulf 
of Georgia and lower Fraser region, such as slate knives 
and certain Kinds of harpoons, also suggest some 
an affinity with early Eskimo cultures of Alaska. : 

Could it be that the makers of the whiatsits were early 
Eskimo-like people from the fat northern coast? Or could 
it just be, perhaps, that a rich culture developed here in 
oGr own region first, and the influence went the other way, 


part of its origin to the prehistoric whatsits-making people

Such puzzles are what make archaeology worth whilt.

DIGGING INTO THE PAST 


What's With 
Whatsits ? 


A team of professional and amateur archarologists is 
carrying out a scientific “dig” in the Shoal Ray area at 
Oak Bay, in an attempt to learn secrets of 200 or even 
5,000 years ago, by studying relics buried by time. The 
“dig” is under direction of the Provincial Museum. Pro- 
gress reports appear daily in The Times,

“What's a-whatsit’” I've. been asked a dozen times 
since I mentioned the highly non-technical archaeological 
term in Monday's report on our McNeill Bay dig. Or, from 


enquirers with less poetry in their souls, “Found any what- 
sits_yet?" 


No, we haven't found apy yet, and I’m beginning to 


develop a strong hunch that we won't. Whatsits were 
made a long time ago, and our site is probably too recent. 
Also, they are known only from the Gulf Islands. Our 
midden is presenting us with some puzzles of its own, as 
the artifact count climbs past 80, but so far, none are as 
intriguing as the puzzie of the Guif Isiands whatsits. 

There are many different kinds of these beautifully- 
made little soapstone objects. With the keen imagination 
which seems to be characteristic of most archaeologists, 
we have named them Types A to J, They were not all used 
for the same purpose, but each type was obviously made 
with some definite purpose in mind. 


From Midden’s Low Levels 


None is more than a couple of inches in size. Some 
are flattened clasp-like objects, some are perforated oval 
tubes, some are odd-shaped bars deeply grooved along one 
side,.some are fiat or gently curved tablets with sym- 
metrical drilled holes. No, they are not modern products 
of a workshop or factory, nor are they fakes, We have 
excavated some from: the lowest: levels of a very old 
midden, 

The interesting thing-is that we just don't know what 
they were used for. But the beautiful finish on most of 
them makes us think they must have been ornaments of 
some kind. In the same early levels are fownd stone 
Jabrets, which are ornaments worn through a perforation 
in the lower lip. It may well be that some of our whatsits 
are .previously-unknown kinds of composite Jabrets (see 
cut). 

Our nomenclature may seem frivolous to some, but 
it: does serve to prevent us from wrapping these objects 
up in a more ponderous terminology, which would make 
it appear that we know more ahout them than we actu- 


ore. Stmilar to Eskimo Artifacts 


We are well aware that such unique grtidest types are 
of extreme) importance in unravelling the relationships 
among prehistoric peoples. For example, the labrets 1 
mentioned are very similar to types used by prehistoric and 
recent Eskimos. They are rather different from the type 
worn in recent times by Indians farther up the B.C. coast. 
The local Indians did not use labrets at all in recent times. 

The_fine workmanship of the labrets and of the 
whatsits has a distinct imo” feel to it. Furthermore. 
some of the other types of artifacts founa in the Gulf 
of Georgia and lower Fraser region, such as slate khives 
and certain kinds of harpoons,- also suggest some sort of 
an affinity with early Eskimo cultures of Alaska: a 

Could it be that the makers of the whatsits were early 
Eskimodike people from the lar northern coast? Or could 


it just be, perhaps. that a Heh eiiture’ developed ‘here in” 


our own region first, and the influence went the other way, 
so that the unique culture of the Eskimos is indetted for 
of the Gulf Islands? 


Such puzzles are what make archaeolagy worth while. -
